Athletic Group 
Yells Sabotage 
at AAU Threat

TERRE HAUTE, fnd. (AP) - 


The U. S. Track and Field Fed- 
eration howled sabotage and 
opened its fourth national cham- 
pionship today in fefiance of a 
last minute threat of Amateur 
Athletic Union reprisal against 
athletes participating in what 
Ihe AAU called "an unsanc- 
lloned meet." 


The AAU threw a bombshell 


Thursday night into the two-day 
USTFK meet, which lured more 
than 
300 athletes, 
including 


America's top miler Jim Ryun, 
to Indiana State University's 
asphalt track. 


It was a dictum by AAU Pres- 


ident Clifford Buck that unless 
the 
NCAA-backed Federation 


applied for an AAU sanction all 
athletes competing here would 
be ineligible for the National 
AAU Championships in New 
York June 25-26. 


The AAU meet will determine 


the selection of the U. S. team 
to compete against the Russians 
in Los Angeles July 23-24. 


Chick Werner, the Federa- 


tion's executive director, de- 
clared that Buck's action was 
"an obvious attempt to saboatge 
the Federation meet 
by the 


manner in which it was sudden- 
ly initiated." 


And Walter Byers, executive 


director of the NCAA, said in 
Kansas City "that the statement 
attributed to Mr. Buck and the 
AAU is incredible and the tim- 
ing makes its motivation most 
suspect." 


Federation leaders contended 


tha he AAU got its facts twist- 
ed in interpretation of the guide- 
line set by a government five- 
man panel appointed by Vice 
President Hubert Humphrey. 


"Buck's action violated the 


basic agreement in the AAU- 
NCAA amnesty that there would 
be no penalizing of athletes dur- 
ing negotiations," said Werner. 


Byers declared, "it is a clear 


and unrrtHakable violation of 
the most improtant basic intent 
of the senate moratorium which 
is to permit complete freedom 
of competition and to set aside 
all penalties against competing 
athletes. The Federation cham- 
pionship is for USTFF members 
only and requires no AAU sanc- 
tion. It never has had one dur- 
ing the four previous years of 
its existence on the comparable 
weekend each year." 


Federation coaches took a so- 


what attitude towards the latest 
outbreak in the lengthy battle 
between the AAU and the NCAA 
which seems to be immune to 
federal peace-making. 


Kansas Coach Bob Timmons 


said Ryun, his 19-year-old star 
freshman, "came here to run 
and he will run." 


The brilliant Ryun last week 


ran the mile only one-tenth of a 
second slower than the world 
record of 3:53.6 held by Michel 
Jazy of France and the Kansan 
seemed a cinch to compete 
against the Soviets in July. 


Coach Tlmmons in stating 


that Ryun would run in today's 
half-mile and Saturday's mile, 
as well as on a mile relay team, 
complained: 
"This kills the 


kids. It's unfair to them. I don't 
understand this at all. There is 
not going to be any national 
team. They are all here."

A winning player must 


know how to bid and play but 
there is an extra requisite 
which is generally described 
as the "feel of the table." 


The man with this charac- 


teristic almost never loses a 
two-way f i n e s s e . He just 
seems to know which oppo- 
nent holds that missing card. 
On defense he finds the kill- 
ing leads and plays. Most im- 
portant of all, in competitive 
situations he knows when to 
sacrifice, and when to gam- 
ble that he can set his oppo- 
nents. 


There is nothing remark- 


able about North's pass to 
four 
hearts. 
Most 
players 


would know that they could 
not make five diamonds but 
would not bother to take the 
sure loss that would result 
from a five-diamond bid. 


North passed for an entire- 


ly different reason. The game 
was rubber bridge and he felt 
certain that he would only go 
down two tricks at five dia- 
monds doubled. This would 
merely be a 200-point loss be- 
cause he held 100 honors, but 
North passed because he had 
some hope of beating the 
heart game. 
Why take any 


loss when you don't have to? 


North started his campaign 


to beat four hearts by open- 
ing his singleton spade. West 
saw what North was planning 
and tried to counteract by 
playing the ace and another 
trump, but this did him no 
good- North went right up 
with his king and underled 
the ace-king of diamonds. 


South found himself 
on 


lead with the queen and re- 
turned a spade to give North 
his ruff and the third de- 
fensive trick- 


At this point North led a 


club and eventually declarer 
had to lose a trick in that suit 
also.

June 26, telephone users in this 
area will find 
that dialing a 


friend in Seattle, Wash., or Mia- 
mi, Fla. isno more difficul tthan 
calling a friend who may live 
only three blocks away. 


Frank Meeks, manager for 


Southwestern bell — Arkansas 
said "People in this area should 
not have 
any trouble 
dialing 


their long distance calls direct. 
"We think that after they dial 
a few DDD calls, they'll want to 
use DDD every time they make 
a station-to-station call." 


Meeks explained the simple 


steps a telephone user takes in 
dialing a long distance call dir- 


ect: 


"First dial

swers." 


The manager pointed out that 


direct distance dialing has been 
a very popular innovation i n 


every town svhere it's been initi- 
ated.' 


"People really like it," Meeks 


said. "They enjoy the idea of 
calling a telephone, say in Dal- 
las, by dialing their own phone 
just like they were calling some- 
one else right here in the Hope 
and Bobcaw area. 


The manager said final test- 


ing of the DDD equfpment for 
Hope and Bodcaw is now under- 
way, and everything seems to 
be checking out with little of 
no difficulty. 


He reminded customers that

For the first time in 30 years, 


Mr. and Mrs. G. R. Denniston 
failed to make use of their sor- 
ghum-making equipment 
last 


year, and now would like to dis- 
pose of their mills, pan and oth- 
er items "at a bargain." 


The equipment includes a 


modern gasoline-powered mill 
andva 12-foot copper pan. They 
fVso have a "No. 12 Chattanooga 
1-horse" mill purchased from 
Barnett Brothers, 
Batesville, 


about 1935. 


Mr. Denniston has no esti- 


mate of his total production dur- 
ing his 30 years in the business, 
but he does recall that 5,000 
gallons was his best year. This 
total included 553 gallons made 
for one customer. 
^Incidentally, his work was al- 
together "custom"; in other 
words he ground cane and made 
molasses for others on a share 
basis. At first his "toll" was 
only %, but in recent years he 
was forced to raise this to % 
in order to stay in business. 
Prices during the years have 
ranged from 85c to $2.50 per 
gallon, Mr. Denniston said. 
.When he began making molas- 
ses, he would move the mill 
from farm to farm and found 
only three varieties of sorghum 
cane: Georgia White, Ribbon 
and Honey Drip. 
. 


During later years it became 


necessary to make a permanent 
set-up at his farm located VA 
miles west on Highway 87. He 
also began labeling his produc- 
tion and otherwise 
complying 


'Pith State. Health Department 
regulations. 


Asked if he ever ground cane 


and made molasses from cane 
that had not been stripped of 
its. blades, he said "Yes, I did, 
but when a customer brought 
unstripped cane my wife would 
go to the house and refuse to 
have anything to do with it." 
The unstripped cane of course 
HSwered the quality of the molas- 
ses. 


He recalls that he planted 


cane himself only twice during 
all the years, and each time was 
too busy making molasses for 
others to take care of his own 
crop. 


Mr. and Mrs. Denniston rear- 


ed three daughters, but indicated 
that they were never too inter- 
qited in the sorghum-making 
enterprise; except perhaps to 
eat them as they came fresh 
from the pan. — Wilson Powell

al parts of Georgia. 


But Alma no longer met hur- 


ricane standards with winds of 
75 miles per hour or more. Her 
highest winds were estimated at 
70 m.p.h., and reported ebbing.

James H. Meredith, who orig- 


inated 
the 
"march 
against 


.fear" 
Sunday — and 
was 


'wounded by birdshot and hospi- 
talized the next day — said in 
New York he will be on the road 
again June 16 if his doctor per- 
mits. A civil rights group in 
Baltimore said it would join, 
too, after a rally Sunday. 


"It is my belief from the 


warm reception received along 
the road, both in Tennessee and 
Mississippi, that my walk may 
have 
done 
something 
to 


alleviate the heavy burden of 
fear which rests upon Missis- 
sippi Negroes," Meredith said 
in a statement read to newsmen 
by a minister. 


James 
Farmer, 
former 


director of the Congress of Ra- 
cial Equality who walked with 
the group Thursday, told the 300 
or more who participated: 


"If the blood of James Mere- 


dith is not to be wasted, every 
Negro that can put one foot in 
front of another and lift a hand 
to a pen must register and vote. 


Meredith, 33, had covered 27 


miles on the 225-mile walk from 
Memphis to Jackson, Miss., 
when ho was shot near Hernan- 
do. He was trying to show that 
if a controversial Negro could 
walk unmolested down a Missis- 
sippi highway, other 
Negroes 


should not fear to register as 
voters. 


The man charged with shoot- 


ing Meredith, Aubrey James 
Norvell, 40, of Memphis, still is 
jailed unable to make $25,000 
bond. 


King and the others who took 


up the hike Tuesday added 21 
miles the first three days rela- 
tively undisturbed. King was an 
obvious attraction to many of

(AP) - The 
problems of caring for several 
'thousand persons left homeless 
by a tornado which took 16 lives 
faced city officials today.

About 70 persons were hospi-

Fifteen deaths occurred in 


Topeka — hardest hit of several 
towns struck by tornadoes in a 
brief span Wednesday night.

northern Buddhist stronghold of 
Hue.

spokesman said 239 North Viet' 
namese had been killed in the 
fighting, which began 
before 


dawn Tuesday with a Commu- 
nist attack on a small U.S. en- 
campment. But the spokesman 
added: "The count undoubtedly 
will go much higher. Those peo- 
ple up there are more interested 
in killing North Vietnamese 
than in counting bodies." 


U.S. losses were reported 


light over-all, but one platoon 
was badly mauled. 


U.S. planes had flown 167 sor- 
ties so far In the battle, which 
erupted anew Thursday night in 
.the dense jungles of Kontum 
province 280 miles north of Sai- 
gon. Pitted against units of the 
U.S. 101st Airborne Division's 
1st Brigade, as it prowled Com- 
munist infiltration routes near 
the Laotian border, were an es- 
timated 900 North Vietnamese. 


Fighting was reported heavy 


throughout the day and was still 
going on late this afternoon, the 
spokesman reported. 


The size and determination of 


the enemy indicated the Com- 
munists might be moving to the 
offensive attain after waiting 
futiley for the Buddhists to de- 
pose Ky. 


Spider Mites 
BigcProblem 
in County 


Spider mites are a problem 


on many different kinds of crops 
and plants in Hempstead Coun- 
ty. And infestations may occur 
on many ornamental plants, in 
several field crops, and on vege- 
tables and fruit, says County 
Agent Calvin J. Caldwell. 


Spider mites are tiny mites 


that feed on the undersides of 
leaves or 
on the surface of 


needles gathering sap from the 
plants. The leaves and needles 
then take on a whitish appear- 
ance. Close examination of the 
plants will show the tiny mites 
and sometimes a fine webbing 
covered with the tiny mites. 


Mites develop very rapidly an 


a new generation occurs in ten 
days to two weeks. Eggs are 
laid by adult female mites. 
These hatch into immature mites 
that resemble the adults. Mites 
may vary in color from tan to 
deep red. Many different speices 
of mites are present in Hemp- 
stead 
County, 
Mr. Caldwell 


says. 


Natural control measures may 


destroy mite infestations, but 
when serious damage is evident, 
miticides should be used. Plants 
should be regularly checked dur- 
ing summer, Several good miti- 
cides are available fo general 
use Including ethion, trithion, 
tedion, and kelthane. 


Directions on the label should 


be followed as to safe use and 
restrictions, the County Agent 
says.
